The  Division  of  Natural  Sciences  is  a  dynamic, 
academie  component  of  Dillard  University  which  strives 
to  offer  a  broad  spectrum  of  courses  and  expériences  to 
students.  Course  openings  are  designed  to  support 
training  and  préparation  for  the  pursuit  of  majors  in  the 
Natural  Sciences  as  well  as  in  other  disciplines;  students 
who  seek  to  satisfy  basic  science  requirements  for 
entering  the  clinical  areas  of  nursing  and  students  who 
major  in  one  of  the  natural  sciences  or  mathematics. 

The  Division  offers  majors  in  biology,  chemistry, 
mathematics,  and  physics  and  has  excellent  programs  in 
pre-dentistry,  pre-engineering,  pre-medicine, 
pre-optometry,  and  pre-veterinary  medicine. 

The  Division  is  housed  in  a  modem,  air-conditioned 
building  with  a  variety  of  modem  scientific  equipment. 
More  than  125  of  our  graduâtes  hâve  gone  on  to  earn 
doctorate  degrees  in  various  fields  of  the  natural 
sciences,  mathematics  and  such  professions  as 
medicine,  denistry,  veterinary  medicine,  and  optometry. 
We  currently  hâve  22  graduâtes  enrolled  in  medical  and 
dental  schools,  throughout  the  U. S.  Many  of  Dillard's 
natural  sciences  graduâtes  hold  very  important 
professional  positions  such  as  the  following:  President 
or  Vice  President  of  Colleges;  executives  in  fédéral  and 
private  agencies;  research  scientists,  mathematics 
chairperson  of  division,  and  departments,  practicing 
physicians,  dentists,  veterinarians,  optometrists,  and  a 
variety  of  other  significant  positions.

Besides  forwarding  the  careers  of  its  own  majors,  the 
area  also  serves  students  majoring  in  other  sciences  and 
broadens  the  background  of  liberal  arts  students. 
CHEMISTRY 

This  program  is  designed  to  préparé  students  to  be 
professional  chemists  or  for  industrial  medical 
enviromental  careers  as  well  as  for  gradua  te  school. 
MATHEMATICS 

The  math  program  provides  basic  mathematical 
instruction  for  ail  students;  it  also  offers  an  indepth 
program  to  those  who  are  preparing  for  careers  in 
mathematics,  various  levels  of  teaching  or  math-related 
fields. 

PHYSICS/PRE-ENGINEERING 

This  program  préparés  individuals  for  the  future.  The 
curriculum  is  demanding  —  mathematics,  physics, 
chemistry,  and  liberal  arts  courses  —  but  it  helps 
students  to  assume  leadership  rôles.  The  students  enter 
a  three-year  program,  after  which  they  transfer  to  an 
approved  engineering  school  for  two  years.  A  physics 
or  engineering  degree  opens  the  door  to  careers  in 
medicine,  law,  and  engineering.

Blue  Devil  basketball  enjoyed  one  of  its  finest  seasons 
as  head  Coach  John  O.  Brown  guided  his  squad  to  a  19-12 
record  and  their  first  NAIA  District  30  championship. 

The  main  task  this  season  was  getting  back  into  the 
winning  circle  after  three  consecutive  losing  ones. 

The  men  opened  the  season  competing  in  the  Alabama 
State  Tournament,  turning  back  William  Carey  College 
and  Miles  College,  before  bowing  to  the  host  and 
champion  Alabama  State  86-79  bringing  home  the  second 
place  trophy. 

Highlights  of  the  season  were  gaining  revenge  over 
arch-rival  Xavier  University  of  New  Orléans  in  the  barn 
91-87,  an  overtime  victory  over  Tougaloo  College  61-57 
and  defeating  Louisiana  College  on  its  home  court  56-53 
ending  a  31  game  home  court  winning  streak. 

The  Blue  Devils  won  the  NAIA  District  30 
championship  getting  a  spot  in  the  first  round,  then 


defeating  Rust  College  59-51  and  the  host,  Louisiana 
College,  to  win  the  championship  and  advance  to  the 
National  Tournament  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  The 
season  ended  with  the  meeting  of  Marymount  College 
99-88  in  overtime. 

Charles  Hightower,  6'6  center/forward  senior  was  the 
leading  scorer  for  the  Blue  Devils  with  a  27.7  per  game 
scorer  average.  Reginald  Sanders,  6-4  forward  senior  was 
second,  averaging  12.3  points  a  game  and  senior  Allison 
Farve  a  5'11  guard  was  third  with  an  11  point  scoring 
average.  Allison  also  led  the  team  in  assists  with  193  for  a 
6.2  per  game  average.  Darrell  Spriggs  led  the  team  in 
block  shots  with  41.  Hightower  led  the  team  in  the 
rebounding  department  averaging  12.1  per  game, 
followed  by  Sanders  and  Spriggs  averaging  6.7  and  6.6 
respectively.

Charles  Hightower,  a  6'6  center/forward  senior  Business 
Administration  major  from  Quincy,  Florida  became  the  first  Dillard  Blue 
Devil  to  be  named  to  the  NAIA  Ail  American  First  Team.  Captain  of  the 
1979-80  squad,  he  has  a  career  average  of  23.4  points  per  game  and  has  a 
46.3  field  goal  average.  Hightower  also  has  achieved  a  69.1  free  throw 
average  and  a  total  of  1266  rebounds  for  a  12.1  per  game  average. 

According  to  Coach  Brown,  "Charles  Hightower  is  without  a  doubt 
the  best  basketball  player  produced  by  Dillard.  He  is  not  only  a  top 
player  —  he  is  a  gentleman  on  and  off  the  court  and  a  good  student" 
(Chicago  Defender). 

Hightower,  since  his  freshman  year,  started  and  played  in  every 
game.  He  served  as  captain  since  his  sophomore  year. 

Charles  holds  several  Dillard  records,  most  rebounds  in  a  single  game 
(29  against  Southern  University  of  New  Orléans  on  January  21,  1978), 
most  field  goals  made  in  a  season  (341),  most  points  in  a  season  (859), 
and  most  career  field  goals  (996).  He  was  named  most  valuable  player  of 
the  Alabama  State  Tournament.
